word for “truth” and Izvestia 
means “news.” A standard Mos- 
cow joke goes like this: 

“There is no pravda (truth) 
in Pravda and there is no izvestia 
(news) in Izvestia.” 

For those outside the Russian 
censorship that is not quite true. 
Last November Pravda carried an 
article bitterly critical of A. A. 
Andreev, who held the office we 
wold call Secretary of Agricul- 
ture. It said he had failed to bring 
Soviet agriculture up to standard 
and that he had been replaced by 
a tough efficiency expert, N S&S. 
Kruschev. 

There was no further informa- 
tion then, but now we have the 
full meaning. The Soviets have 
decided to abolish their farm 
collectives and move the people 
into “agricultural towns.” This 
means making the farmers give 
up their small plots of land 
which they were allowed to use 
for themselves. It means they 
will be taken from their homes 
and the Ianc they were required 
to work, and moved into towns 
which will be built in the center 
of areas they will be called upon 
to work. There will be no more 
farm life The Soviets say they 
frankly are out to remove the 
stubborn peasant from the na- 
tion’s life and to abolish the dif- 
ferences between city and coun- 
try. 


Churchill 


This brings to mind one of the 
most amazing stories of our time, 
and one which forcefully illus- 
trates the ruthlessness of Soviet 
methods, not merely against 
other nations, but against their 
own people. Early in the war 
Winston Churchill headed a Brit- 
ish delegation to Moscow. Late 
one night, Churchill and Stalin 
were awaiting a final communique 
and fell to talking. I quote from 
Churchill’s book, “The Hinge of 
Fate”: 

“ *Tell me,’ I (Churchill) asked, 
‘have the stresses of this war 
been as bad to you personally as 
carrying through the policy of 
the Collective Farms?’ 

“‘This subject immediately 
aroused the Marshal. 

““Oh, no,’ he said, ‘the Collec- 
tive Farm policy was a terrible 
struggle.’ : 

“‘T thought you would have 
found it bad,’ said I, ‘because 
you were not dealing with a few 
score thousands of aristocrats or 
big landowners, but with millions 
of small men.’ 

“Ten millions,’ he said, hold- 
ing up his hands, ‘It was fear- 
ful. Four years it lasted. It was 
absolutely necessary for Russia, 
if we were to avoid periodic 
famine, to plough the land with 
tractors. We must mechanize our 
agriculture. When we gave trac- 
tors to the peasants they were 
all spoiled in a few months. 
Only Collective Farms with 
workshops could handle tractors. 
We took the greatest trouble to 
explain it to the peasants. It was 
‘mo use arguing with them. After 
you have said all you can to a 
peasant he says he must go home 
and consult his wife, and he must 
eonsult his herder.’ 

“‘*After he has talked it over 
with them he always answers 
that he does not want the Collec- 
tive Farm and he would rather 
do without the tractors. 


“These were what you call | 


Kulaks?’ 

“*Yes,’ he said, but he did not 
repeat the word, After a pause, 
‘It was -ll very bad and diffi- 
eult—but necessary.’ 

“*What happened?’ I asked. 

“‘Oh, well,’ he said, ‘many of 
them agreed to come in with us. 
Some of them were given land of 
their own to cultivate in the 
province of Tomsk or the prov- 
ince of Irkutsk or: farther north, 
but the great bulk were very un- 
popular dnd were wiped out by 
their labourers... . 

“T record as they come back to 
‘me these memories, and the 
strong impression I sustained at 
‘the moment of millions of men 
and women being blotted out or 
displaced forever. A generation 
would no doubt come to whom 
their miseries were unknown, but 
it would be sure of having more 
to eat and bless Stalin’s name. 
I did not repeat Burke’s dictum, 
‘If I cannot have reform with- 
out injustice, I will not have re- 
form.’ With the World War go- 
ing on all round us it seemed 
vain to moralize aloud.”

after the price reaches or exceeds 
both parity and the highest price 
received before the outbreak of 
Korean hostilities. 


According to officials, the agri- 
cultural ruling will not prevent 
farmers from raising prices but 
place upon those processors and 
dealers paying the higher prices 
the necessity of absorbing any 
increase. Under regulations al- 
ready issued those making the 
first purchase from farmers must 
observe ceiling regulations in the 
subsequent sales,

Former Mayor William O’Dwyer of 
New York yesterday told the Senate Crime 
Investigating Committee a shocking story 
of an underworld so highly organized and 
efficient that it had set up its own “court 
system,” sentences from which invariably 
were death by execution. 

Mr. O’Dwyer went into details of the 
kangaroo-court sort of trials which pre- 
ceded gang murders. He said in many 
. sections of the country there were “troops” 
under the direction of an individual who 
carried authority. He named a Brooklyn 
hoodlum as one who had that power there. 


Mr. O’Dwyer served as District Attor- 


ney before he became Mayor. 

The public can well ask why he did 
not, in the years he held official position 
of great trust, expose the conditions of 
which he yesterday spoke at great length 
and, supposedly, from intimate knowledge. 

It is understandable that as District 
Attorney he perhaps might have failed to 
convict individuals whom he knew to be 
guilty. But his testimony concerned con- 
ditions which he knew to be widely preva- 
lent for years. 

It seems to us Mr. O’Dwyer accepted 
those conditions with greater apathy than 
becomes a diligent public servant. Why 
has he not spoken before now?

Good Advice 
To GOP Leadership 


The Constitution long has believed a 
strong Republican Party would be an asset 
to the South. 

For that reason we hope leaders of the 
National Republican Party will pay atten- 
tion to a diagnosis of their party’s short- 
comings in this region as expressed by 
young Republicans from the South at a 
conference at Charlottesville, Va. 

The trouble with the Republican Party 
below the Mason-Dixon Line, said these 
collegiate members, is that its leaders are 
more interested in rétaining patronage than 
in building a party with a broader base. 
Little or no effort is made to function in 
local and State politics. In fact, the Re- 
publican Party in the South too often is 
operative only at the National Convention. 

We might add, as an aside, that too fre- 
quently the sort of men in control of the 
Republican. Party in Southern States does 
little to promote confidence in it. That is 
not true of the State leadership in Geor- 
gia, but it is true in some other States and 
in a great many localities. 

The collegiate representatives believe 
the Republican National Committee must 
give more assistance to the South, and espe- 
cially to the young Republican movement 
in which new and fresh leadership must be 
found. They would like the national or- 
ganization to send more important speak- 
ers to the South; they want some national 
gatherings scheduled here. As one young 
Republican put it, “It would do a lot of 
good for the people of the South to see 
Republicans meeting among them—then 
they would realize that all Republicans 
didn’t have horns.” 

The Republican Party’s national lead- 
ership long has let the South go by default. 
There is hope a younger group, like these 
spokesmen, is arising which will take ad- 
vantage of the possibilities which the South 
offers.

Burn the House 


To Kill the Fleas? 


WASHINGTON—After all of the good work 
it has done over the lean years in putting the 
props under American business, the Reconstruc- 

tion Finance Corporation, giant Government lending agency, finds 
itself caught in the middle of a nasty political fight: 

As preposterous as it sounds, a strong movement has started in 
Congress to abolish the agency. Proposals to this end have actually 
already been made by influential Republicans, supported by Tory 
Democrats of the stripe of Senator Harry Byrd, of Virginia. Sena- 
tor John W. Bricker, of Ohio, one of the Tory type of Republicans, 
is leading the fight on his side to scrap the agency. 

The fight on the RFC is both political and economic. It stems 
from a few revelations made by the Fulbright Senate investigating 
committee. Mostly, these concern a mink coat and the operations of 
a small band of chiselers who have collected large fees for handling 
loans with the agency. There has been the added charge that political 
favoritism played a part in some of the loans granted. 


Molehill The Republican, being out of control, would natu- 

rally like to make political capital out of the opera- 
tions of the RFC under a Democratic Administration. As Sen. 
William Fulbright, Arkansas Democrat, put it, GOP members want 
to see a “continual revelation of a little dirt that might have some 
bearing on the next election.” In other words, the Republicans 
are out to make a mountain of the small molehill of scandal that 
revolves around the RFC. 

Linked with the movement to abolish the agency are those whose 
political philosophy from the start has been against the Government 
engaging in the lending business. This is a field which they would 
reserve exclusively for private banking institutions. Senator Byrd is 
more readily identified with this school of thought. 

Between these two groups, political and economic, the RFC is 
being made the target of a concerted attack. Some of the critics 
would burn down the house just to get rid of a few fleas. 

But it is doubtful that the business interests of the country, par- 
ticularly small business, will ever let them get away with that. The 
RFC has been too valuable an agency in providing loans when pri- 
vate capital was denied. In fact, one of the limitations of the agency 
is that it cannot make a loan except where evidence is produced to 
oe that the applicant had previously been turned down by private 

anks, 


Protest The chances are that if the movement to abolish RFC 

ever reached the state of a serious threat, the business 
interests of the country would rise up and make a loud protest. 
Since it was organized as a depression aid back in the days of the 
Hoover Administration it has rendered valuable assistance to many 
corporate enterprises which found themselves in distress. Some of 
the loudest critics of Government engaging in business have found 
it desirable or necessary to obtain RFC loans. 

Nor has the agency been a bad investment for the Government 
or the taxpayers. It has lost money on some of its loans, to be sure. 
What banker has a record of being 100 percent perfect in loans 
made? Over the years of its operations the Government lending 
agency has shown a profit of some $600,000,000. No one can complain 
of the RFC costing the taxpayers anything. Since it is allowed to 
make a loan only after private capital has been refused, the surpris- 
ing thing is that the agency has been able to show a profit at all. 


Bunk Most of the talk about political influence playing a part 
in the agency’s decisions may be marked down as bunk. 
That is, bunk to the extent that the practice is no more prevalent 
with the RFC than in any other Government agency. Political 
influence figures to some degree in every Governmental opera- 
tion. Practically every RFC loan applicant calls on his Congress- 
man or Senator to aid him in getting the money he is seeking. 
That applies with equal force to Republicans as well as Democrats. 
If there are any bad spots in the RFC that need to be cleaned up, 
they can be corrected, it seems, without tearing down the house.

He explained that the committee had con- 
eentrated on the Texas end of that deal—“which

happens to be the Democratic end”—but he was 
sure that if Sen. Capehart wanted the Massa- 
chusetts end investigated, Sen. Fulbright would 
oblige. 

There was much of that back and forth, on 
and on, tit for tat, like a bunch of deacons de- 
fending their rectitude. It all could have been 
shortened up and much wind and Congressional 
Record space saved if some philosopher, say like 
former Sen. Henry Fountain Ashurst of Arizona, 
had reminded the gentlemen that you can’t throw 
an investigating committee around here any 
further than you can throw the Capitol by its 
dome into any situation without hitting mem- 
bers of both political parties. 

Politics is mixed up in business and vice 
versa, and so with crime, as is being aptly dem- 
onstrated by another young Senatorial investi- 
gator, Estes Kefauver of Tennessee. 

There’s much partisan controversy now as 
te whether the RFC investigation should con- 
tinue. Republicans accuse Democrats of playing 
politics in wanting to stop it, and Democrats ac- 
cuse Republicans of playing politics in wanting 
to continue it. Both are right.

$10,000. So my bride has me back on my usual diet of cottage cheese, spaghetti and stewed neck- 
bones and somehow I’ve already forgotten those steaks three inches thick in Argentina. 


What does stick in my mind from there was 
the advice of two separate newspapermen. _ They 
asked where I was staying. I told them the 
Plaza Hotel. 


They said be exceedingly careful what I 
sald about Peron and his little Eva and 
above all not to mention the closing down 
of La Prensa, the mighty newspaper which 
opposed them, simply because many of the 
hotel’s waiters and chambermaids were Pe- 
ronista spies. 


I am pleased to report that things were dif- 
ferent in the other nations I visited. Chile's 
booming with hard-working citizens busily mak- 
ing money. Uruguay, with one of the most sta- 
ble. governments in the world, is exceedingly 
prosperous and happy with dancing, literally, in 
the streets. Bolivia is in the throes of a presi- 
dential election, with one of the candidates wag- 
ing a vigorous campaign from his exile in Chile. 


Peru is ambling along peacefully enough, with 
the principal excitement being provided by the 
eonstant crashes of automobiles in the narrow 
streets. The South Americans in general struck 
me as fine folks, who gladly took time out from 
their own multitudinous affairs to be nice to me. 
Too nice. I got no sleep. 


I've got to admit also that the Latins at the 
moment have one great advantage over us. No 
hysteria in their lush countryside. Nobody I met 
was worried about war and threats thereof. 
In the usual newspaper the dispatches from 
Korea appeared back on page 32. Nobody was 
talking about atomic explosions; nobody was 
worrying about the best way to build a bomb 
shelter. 


This was a relief to an old Washinz- 
tonian, even for a few weeks. The beds in 
South America, without exception, were hard 
and the pillows harder still, but not one 
nightmare did I have there on the subject 
ef being blasted te kingdom come. 


I wish I could have stayed longer. Some 
Peruvian friends of mine weren’t worrying about 
income taxes; they were buying shovels. Even 
as you read this, they are on an expedition 
into the hills seeking golden treasure of the 
Incas, buried 400 years ago by the Spaniards. 
They invited me along and my guess is that the 
enterprise will be a vast success, even though 
they find no solid gold statues eight feet tall. 


They'll have music, mountain flowers, superb 
beer, pretty girls and tall trees over the camp 
fire. Buried treasure, if any; will be secondary.

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A Mink Coat With a Precedent 


NEW YORK—There is great indignation over the receipt by Mrs. Merl Young, 
a secretary employed in the White House, of an unusual mink coat, of a shade de- 
scribed as natural royal pastel, which appears to have come to her in a sort of 
double-play. According to testimony taken by the Fulbright committee, this coat 
was paid for by Joseph H. Rosenbaurn, a lawyer, who is alleged to have boasted 


; Ses 


that he had two members of the Reconstruction Finance Corporation in his hip 


pocket, but given to Mrs. Young by her husband. Her husband is an assistant to William H. Boyle, Jr., 
the chairman of the Democratic National Committee. 


Mr. Rosenbaum’s clients before the RFC in- 
eluded. the Central Iron and Steel Company, 
which got a loan of $6,300,000. A director of the 
RFC has said that Mrs. Young’s husband told 
him that the Democratic National Committee took 
an interest in this loan. President Truman said 


‘he knew of no evidence of illegal conduct in this 


sequence of events. Then, whether as a reward 


- for being strictly on the level or as a matter of no 


moral significance whatever, Mrs. Young was 
given a vacation of two weeks at public expense 
from her duties at the White House. 


There are captious hypocrites and fastid- 
fous moralists who will take an evil view of 
all this and suggest that Mrs. Young should be 
fired from the White House. You may disre- 
gard them. There is the highest precedent 
far Mrs. Young’s course, established by a dig- 
nitary no less distinguished for her scrupu- 
lous honesty. propriety, morality and ethical 
standards than the first lady of the universe, 
Mrs. Franklin Delano Roosevelt. 


In March, 1945, Mrs. Roosevelt received as a 


gift a mink coat which was publicly valued at 
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$8,000 by Louis Ritter, a New York furrier, who 
made the presentation. Mrs. Young’s coat is re- 
ported to have cost Mr. Rosenbaum $9,450, but 
the difference of $1,450 still leaves Mrs, Roose- 
velt to the good when the inflated quality of the 
dollars paid for Mrs. Young’s coat is properly 
eonsidered. ety 

Current accounts held that La Boca justified 
her acceptance ‘of her mink coat by the same 
easuistry which she invoked later to justify her 
acceptance of am aquamarine o1 an estimated 
value of $40,000 from the government of Brazil. 

This stone, weighing about three-quarters of 
a pound, was delivered into her husband’s hand 
at a state dinner in Rio de Janiero in 1936. It 
did not come to public notice, however, until 1950 
when, in her second set of memoirs, she became 
very blurry in the details. As to whether import 
duty was paid on the aquamarine, no clear state- 
ment was made. Moreover, although she did say 
it had been put on display in the Hyde Park 
honkytonk along with the baby-shoes, birds’- 
nests and hair combings of him whose holy name 
I am unfit to speak, she did not say whether title 
te the jewel had passed to the nation, That would 
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be important, because, if not, the aquamarine re- 
mains her personal wealth and the insurance 
should be paid by the management of the sacred 
carnival. 


Mr. Ritter’s presentation of the $8,000 mink 
coat to La Boca was a publicity gag for his fur 
business. He got his picture in a lot of papers 
holding the coat with her and wearing that in- 
fatuated expression which comes over some per- 
sons in the divine presence Magazines also ad- 
vertised Mr. Ritter’s fur business far and wide, 
for free. A publicity handout was passed around 
ballyhooing a vague and not entirely convinc- 
ing proposition that a “trade-alliance agreement” 
between Canadian and American furriers was at 
the bottom of the deal. It said the First Lady 
“helped commemorate the occasion by receiving 
the symbolic gift of a mink coat on behalf of the 
American women.” 


Many American women vehemently dissented. 


The empress explained that the law for- 
bidding our presidents to accept graft from 
foreign governments applied to the president 
only. She had been tempted to give the coat 
to some charity, but the strongest trait of the 
family intervened against this folly and easily 
put temptation to flight. 


She said it would have been ungracious of her 
inasmuch as the gift was intended to popularize 
that particular brand of mink, wherein you may 
observe the publicity gimmick in its naked sym- 
metry. She also said she had accepted a jeweled 
crown and a harem dress from King Ibn Saud, of 
Arabia. A harem dress includes a heavy veil 
which completely hides the features. 

If La Boca Grande regarded this as a subtle 
dig by a sly potentate, she was not offended to the 
extent of sending back his jewels. The crown went 
to the Hyde Park fair along with the aquamarine 
door-stop. 

Mrs. Merl Young owes nobody any apology. 
Indeed if she had refused to accept the $9,450 
mink coat bought by the lawyer who deals suc- 
cessfully and profitably with the RFC, she might 
have been accused of inferential lese majeste. 
For that she really could have been fired, from 
the White House,

roads in a jeep, and my aging bones feel that each and every 
separate one has been beaten with a stick. 
The journey was made more stimulating by the fact that on 
the tortuous mountain roads there flowed a céaseless traffic of 
monster machines—tanks, bulldozers, and self-propelled guns. 


It was a great joy to see them, but they do slow covering a war 
down to a crawl. 


Headed North Here on the central front we don’t know too 

much of the “Big Picture,” as the boys say. 
All IT know is that from Inchon on the West Coast almost to the 
Eastern shore, the troops are supposed to be moving north, in 
what is hoped will continue to be a slow, steady progression. 


. There will be no mad dashes when resistance fades out, no get- 


ting spearheads stretched far out, where they might be pinched 
off. We are really combing it this time. 

I went far up in the mountains today, for instance, to the 
command post of a regiment whose battalions were taking off 
over high, cold mountains where there are no roads at all. They 
were headed further north, to where there is a lateral road cutting 
east and west.

If this maneuver works, we'll be, in this sector, in striking 
distance of the 38th parallel again. And the big question here 
is, of course, if we reach it, will we cross it? \

“We declare ourselves to be dis- 
posed to remove our opposition to 
the government,” Togliatti told a 
party rally, “upon condition that 
Italy’s foreign policy be modified, 
withdrawing from the pledges she 
has assumed . , ., through the At- 
lantic Pact.” 

It was Togliatti’s first public 
address since his return from two 
months in Soviet Russia. 

‘His statements were followed | 
closely, first because of specula-| 
tion that he had brought back a| 
new Moscow plan to win Italy to 
Communism, and second because’ 
of recent indications of a serious 
rifht in his party’s ranks. 

There have been predictions 
that Moscow’s next move would) 
be to offer Italy a neutrality pact 
i fshe would break all alliance 
with the Western Powers.
